Basis of the opinion 

The present invention relates to a GPS receiver with additional correlators for determining 
and correcting errors of cross-correlation between the codes of the signals from different 
satellites. 

None of the documents cited in the Search Report describes a receiver according to all the 
characteristics of claim 1 . 

In particular, none of the documents discloses additional correlator channels (Cix) for the 
correlation of the different local codes.
